Sir.—In the present times of retrenchment, and ceonomy, when 
both necessaries aud Juxuries, are to be procored at so much lower a 
rate, it seems the Theatres have followed in the general march, and 
have reduced the salaries, of the performers very considerably, as 
well as abolished altogether the star system, which must most mate- 
rially. decrease their expenditure ; allow me then Sir to ask, why is not 
the public to reap some share of the benefit, which they certainly 
ought to do, and net the managers solely. If so much less is paid te 
performers, surely some reduction in the price of admission should be 
made, they continue as high as they ever did, even when other lux- 
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uries were at double their present value. ©The price of admission to 
the Theatres, appears to me enormons, and when we consider the 
splendid ente: tainments given in foreign Theatres, for less than half 
the price of admission to our own, it does strike one that a reduction 
is called for; perhaps, you will du me the favour to insert my remarks 
at your earliest convenience, and oblige

We insert the foregoing letter because we like to give all opivions 
fair-play, and moreover the letter is writtew by an cld correspondent, 
which has its weight, but we must be allowed to differ in tote from our 
friend “ Dramaticus.”’ It is notorious that the Theatres have been 
ruinous speculations to their late proprietors, and one great cause was 
the excessive salaries given to particular performers. ‘This system is 
now done away with because the very existence of theatrical property 
depended upon it. Why then are the proprietors to throw away their 
only chance of success by at once giving the public the benefit of an 
alteration which was necessary to their very existenee, and which has 
not yet been sufficientiy tried to ascertain, even now, whether it will 
keep their heads above water. It is certain that a quantum of taleut 
necessary to satisfy the public cannot be afforded them at a less price 
of admission than is at present demanded. We think ** Dramaticus” 
will, vpou reflection, agree with ns.
